King Richakd the firft, celebrated for his achievements in 
the CrufadeS; was no lefs dillinguiihed for his patronage of the 
Prdvebcial minflretsy ^d his 6^^ ^mpolition's in their fpecies of 
poetry. Returning from one of his expeditions in the holy land, 
in difgtiii^ hfe Vm itnpril<M«d in a caftle of Leopold duke of 
Auftria. Hid favourite Wiinftrel, Blondei de Ncflc, having traverfed 
all Germany in iearch of his mafUr, at length came to a caftle, in 
which he found there was onfjr out ^rifoner, and whofe name was 
unknown. Sufp^^B'g that he had made the deiired difcovery, he 
feated himfelf under a window of ithe pnibner*a apartment ; and 
began a fong, or ode, which the King and himfelf had formerly 
compofed together. When the prifoner, who was King Richard, 
heard the fong, he knew that Blondel mufl be the finger : and 
when Blondel paufed about the middle, the King began the re- 
mainder, and completed it.

King Henry the Second, having undertaken an expedition into 
Ireland, to fupprefs a rebellion raifed by Roderick King of Con- 
naught, commonly called O'Connor Dun, or the broHvn monarch of 
Ireland, was entertained, in his paflage through Wales, with the 
fongs of the Welfh Bards. The fubje6l of their poetry was King 
Arthur, whofe hiftory had been fo difguifed by fabulous inventions, 
that the place of his burial was in general fcarcely known or re- 
membered. But in one of thele Wellh poems fung before Henry, 
it was recited, that King Arthur, after the battle of Camlan in 
Cornwall, was interred at Glaftonbury Abbey, before the high 
altar, yet without any external mark or memorial. Afterwards 
Henry viiited the abbey, and commanded the fpot, defcribed by 
the Bard, to be opened : when digging near twenty feet deep, 
they found the body, depofited under a large (lone, infcribed with 
Arthurs name. This ii' the ground-work of the following Ode : 
but, for the better accommodation of the ftory to our prefent pur- 
pofe, it is told with fome flight variations from the Chronicle of 
Glaftonbury. The caftle of Cilgarran, where this " difcovery is 
fuppofed to have been made, now a romantic ruin, ftands on a 
rock defcending to the river Teivi in Pembrokelliire 3 and wa» 
built by Roger Montgomery, who led the van of the Normana 
at Haftings. W.

^ her potent art," ver. 6^. And ver. 2jj. of Circe and the Sirens^ 
*' culling thtir potent herbs."

V. 116. Bore him to Jofeph's towered fane. 
In the fair vale of Avalon.:] 

Glaflonbury Abbey, faid to be founded by Jofeph of Arimathea, 
in a fpot anciently called the iiland, or valley, of Avalonia.

Jofeph has the credit of being the earliefl preacher of the Grofpel 
in England : but his church was a very different ftru6ture from 
that which in the courfe of time arofe upon its ruins, both in point 
of diisc&fions aad ms^terisilp.

Dunftan into a monaftery for 
Benedictines, who became polTefled of immenfe power and wealthy 
and fo remained till the diifolution under Henry the Eighth.

257. has " the 'vcjied prieft.** With regard how- 
ever to the expreflion in the text, Warton remarks on 77 Penferofo, 
vcr. 35. where the fiole is made part of the drefs of Melancholy, 
that " Here is a chara6^er and propriety in the ufe of 7?(?/^, which 
*' in the poetical phraleology of the prefent day is not only per- 
^ petually mifapplied, but mifreprefented. It was a veil, which 
*^ CQvered the head and ihoulders, and, as Mr. Bowie obferves, 
*' was worn only by fuch of the Roman MatronSi as were di(^ 
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^' Through the dim iles, in order dread 
*' Of martial woe, the chief they led, 
" And deep intomb'd in holy ground, 
^* Before the altar's folemn bound. 
Around no dufky banners wave, 125 

No mouldering trophies mark the grave : 
Away the ruthlefs Dane has torn 
^^ Each trace that Time's flow touch had worn; 



** tinguiftied fpr the ftri6tnefs of their modcfty." But if this re- 
mark be corre6l, what becomes of the paflages quoted above, in 
which the word ** ftole" occurs, fo mifapplied ? The truth however is> 
.with deference to fuch authority, that though there may be in one 
view a chara6ler and propriety in the ufe oi Jioh in II Penferofo, 
there is in another view no mifapplication, nor mifreprcfcntationj 
in the ufe of it in the other paflages. For though the Latins 
may have given, as indeed they did give, this appropriate fenfe to 
their *^ ftola," the Greeks, from whom they derived it, gave no iuch 
fenfe to their r«X>i. The primitive Tt»M (ignified (imply to clothe, 
and its derivative roX»j fimply clothing. Xenophon ufes it for th« 
long Perfian robe. '* Latini 'vero' (fays Scapula, the only lexico- 
grapher I can at prefent refer to) " ftola fpecialius utuntur pro 
•^ veftc muliebri," It may be added, as not altogether foreign from 
the purpofe, that the officer, who in our verfion is called *' he that 
** was over the yeftry*' when ordered by Jehu to bring forth vcft- 
ipents for the worfhippers of Baal, is called in the Septuagint 
o roXtf^f. a Kings x. 22, The " ftole" was one of the habits 
formerly worn by ecclefiaftics. See Du Frefnc, GlofT. M, Lat. 
*' ftola." Qlm. Has our poet abided by his own rule, where he 
gives a *' Hole" to Ifis (Triumph of Ifis, ver. 12.), to Cherwell 
{Complakii of Cberwefl, ver. 15.), and to the morning (Ms on 
Summer, ver, ^55.) ? The word alfo occurs, and certainly not ufcd 
appropriately, in Ferfes to Sir J, Reynolds, ver. 55. ** Tht fioh in 
Cfifual foldings taught to flow."

V. 144. All in warrior- weeds array *d 5] By '' warrior-weeds** 
is evidently meant the armour of Arthur, but the expreffion is 
very queftionable. The word ^' weed" is ufed by the early Englifh 
poets to fignify the dre(s of a woman, a pilgrini, a palmer, a 
ihepherd, a hermit, 3, religious, a perfon in diftrefs, and the like 
fcaceahle chara6lers, in contradiftindlion to that of a warrior. Ta 
jJrove this, almoft innumerable inilances might be brought from 
Chaucer, Lydgate, Spenfer, Shakfperc, B. Jonfon, Beaumont and 
Fletcher, Fairfax, Hall, Drayton, Wm. Browne, Ph. Fletcher, G, 
Fletcher, Milton, &c. not to mention its repeated occurrence in 
fuch fenfes in ancient ballads. When the word is ufed with rela- 
tion to a warrior, it denotes exclufively the robe worn by the an- 
cient knights over their artnour. So Fairfax, defcribing a fhadow 
made to reprefent Clorinda, completely accoutred. 

Like her it was in Armour and in Weed. vii. gg. 

And again, fpeaking of Emiren, 

His body armd, and clad in purple *u;eed, xix. 62. 

In both which paffages a clear diftindlion is made between tha 
** weed," or robe, and the armour, ^ is evident from the original 
of the latter, 

Le niembra armato, e con purpureo ammanto. 

So likewile Spenfer, enumerating the various parts of the Ked<% . 
crofs Knight's accoutrements, 

His forlome weed, 

His mightie armour miffing mod at need, 
His filver fhield now idle maifterlefle.

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^* Wearily in death his helmet-crown, 145 

*' And weapons huge of old renown.

Againfl this weight of authority, I know of only one paflage ia 
which the word is applied generally to the drefs of a knight : it 
occurs in the Faerie Queene, from which poem alone I could bring 
at Icaft thirty paflages, where the fignification of the word is de- 
cidedly oppoiite: 

For ihc (fc. Britomart) had vow*d, fhe fayd, not to forgo

It is curious, though I imagine nothing can be founded upon it, that 
even here one of the copies reads " deedes." Perhaps it ought to 
be noticed, that Collins in his Ode to Liberty , ver. no. has " w^r- 
" like 'weeds" But on fuch a queftion no modem can be fatisfac- 
toiy authority. The word, as relating to drefs, is at prefent 
retained amongft us, only to fignify the deep mourning of a 
widow.

my readers, when I fay that the poem, (6 far from needing any 
^P^Pgy^ or requiring any allowance to be made for the age of the 
author, difplays an aftonilbing command of Latin phrafeology 
and verfification, exemplified in the treatment of a mod difficult 
fabjeiSl. Beiides contributing his exertions to procure the affiflance 
of other perfbns, in this undertaking. Dr. Bathurft himfelf ex- 
pended near 3000I. to complete this and other works about the 
college. He alfo purchafed the perpetual advowfim of the living 
of Oddington for the fellows, and conferred other gratuities. (See 
his life, p. 85.)

It is infcribed 
with fome variations, in the parifh-church of Eling, on a plain 
marble tablet ; above which on a ])ede(lal is a female buft, 
and below the arms of Mr. Serle and his wife, by which (he 
appears to have been of the family of Sir ■ Stonhoufe, 

Bart, of Berklhire. The monument bears the name of M*. 
Ryfbrack. She died on the ijth of November, 175 J, in the 
thirtieth year of her age. Mr. Warton in return for this epitaph 
received an acknowledgment from Mr. Serle of 50, or 100 
guineas.

Warton, and accohiingly has a place here, though I cannot vouch 
for its authenticity. Indeed, to fay the truth, I fufpe^t it to have 
been not written by him, as it approaches more nearly to the anti* 
thetical modem ftyle, than that of the purer Greek models. 

Since writing the above, I have obfcrved that this infcription is 
printed in Headley's Beauties of Ancient Poetry, vol. ii. p. 164. and 
is faid to be in the original fpirit of the Greek epigram 5 to which 
opinion I cannot accede. Mr. Headley adds, " It may be necef- 
'^ faiy to ihfortn (bme readers, that they are written by the pre- 
\* fcnt Poct-laureat.'* This as coming from a member of Trinity 
Collfige^ and a friend of Mr. Warton, is no defpicable authority : 
but Dr. Warton, in a letter to his Mer, of which an extract i^ 
now lying before me, obferves that " he doubts much of the Latin 

verfes for Mr. Harris, having never heard of them."

to be regretted. Homer, fpeaking of Pan flulhed with fuccefs in 
the chace, defcribes him o^tet ^fpxojxfvo;.

This epigram was firft publlfhed in an anonymous 4to Pamphlet, 
by Dr. Jortin^ intitled Lujus Poetici, and was there called " Ia« 
** fcriptionis Fragmentum^" being defigned merely as an imitation 
of the antique ; whicj^ I mention becaufe I have heard it obje^ed 
to^ on the idea of its being a compofition of a Chriiftian, in me- 
mory of ihis own wife. It has been lately reprinted in Jortin's 
Tra6b^ 2 vol. 8vo. The fifth and fixth lines are imitated from a 
Greek infcription in the AntboL III. i. 19 : 

Mr. Burgefs in a note to his Ejffay on the Study of Antiquities, 0.59. 
pFOpofes to change the order of the four concluding lines, iubfti* 
tuting the feventh and eighth for the fifth and fixth, and vice verfk. 
I confefs that I do not fee the beauty which the epigram would 
thus acquire : at the fame time fuch a tranfpofition, as a judicious 
friend once remarked to me, would tend to weaken the fentiment of 
affe6lion : for Airely, after a tender hufband had faid to his deceafed 
wife, that Love fhould condu6t him. in purfuit of her, it muit be at 
leaft fuperfiuous to add an injunction on her not to forget him. 

I think that Mr. John Warton told me of his having leen 
a medallion, which reprefented Orpheus returning from hell with 
Eurydice, and Cupid running before them with his torch : *' tene- 
'^ bras lampade difcutiens." 

XLI. 
*' Nymphae, fonticolae Nymphae, &:c.*' 

This infcription, which, with the three others mentioned in th« 
note upon it^ was written by Warton, is a tranflation from tb«

is Cleonymus, inftead of .Lyfimachus. The miftake in the laft 
line of " tueis" for " veftris** is unaccountable.

*' O dulcis puer, &c." 
I look on this highly elegant epigram as in the main original. 
It was not introduced into the edition of Warton's Poems in 1 791, 
S8 the two laft mentioned were 5 but in the 2d vol. of his EfTay on 
Pope, Dr. Warton, remarking on the point and antithefis, which 
overrun Pope's epitaphs, adds, '* They are confequently very differ- 
** ent from the fimple fepulchral infcriptions of the ancients, of 
" which that of Meleager on his wife in the Greek Anthology is 
*' a model and mafterpiece : and in which tafte a living author, 
" that muft be namelefs, has written the following hendecafyl- 
'' lables." I beg to add, that the epitaph on Mrs. Serle, '' Conjux 
" cara vale, &c.*' is deferving of the fame diftin6lion. That be- 
fore us is, as I before intimated, partly modelled on one of Calli- 
roachus, AnthoL III. xil. 53. And the 5th line, ^vi ver ageres 
novum tenelli, as Mr. J. Warton mentioned to me, appears to have 
been fuggefted by Catullus, Carm, LXVIII. ver. i6.

UT hac provincia nihil amplius. Academic!, 
nihil honorificentius obtigifle mihi poterat, ita 
ccrte nihil opportunius. Etenim cum poft an- 
nos pcrmultos hie loci decurfos, co demum per- 
ventum fuit, ut videbar mihi jam turn vitas 
hujus Academicae curriculum fere exegifle; brc- 
vique fieri potuiflet, ut fortuna vel hac vel ilia, 
an citius an paulo ferius, ab Oxonio divellerer ; 
^ommodiffime vos cfFeciftis, ut hie diutius haerc- 
rem, imo apud vos perennem porro perpetuam- 
que mihi fedem capeflerem. Quicquid deniquc 
erit, iilud faltem a vobis confccutus fum, quod 
meam cum hac Academia neceflitudlnem, vetc- 
rem illarxi quidem ct fandiffimam, quamquc a 
me penitus ereptam non facile patcrer, certam 
flabil^mque reddiderit.

Verum haec, Academici, fufficiat in praefens 
fummatim breviterque perftrinxiffe, et ad gene- 
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ralem hujus argument! notitiam prot?onendam 
praelibaiTc ; plcnius in poftenim dllatanda et 
explicanda. Id tantum ago hodie, ut quafi ab 
eminent! quodam mentis jugo, regionem ali- 
quam fubjacentem, afperam nonnulla ex parte 
horridulamque, fed frugiferam plerumque et 
peramcenam, pafcuifque diftindlam, et largis 
fluminibus uvidam, vobis quafi digito common- 
flraverim, ingrediendam mox, et propius invefti- 
gandam, pedibufque perl uftran dam.

otique mei fa6lum me compotem reputabo, 
juvenes noftros florentiffimos, ad quos haec
